The eight junior partners had 
only small shares of the trust, and 
their liability was limited to 10 
years, but, Steinberg’s liability 
was unlimited, the senior partner 
arranging to contribute one-fifth 
of his net income every year of 
his life until the obligations were 
discharged in full.

night on a double bed and two 
single roll-away beds in the home 
of a neighbor. Mr, and Mrs. Bar- 
telme stayed with another friend. 

The family moved to the park 
yesterday, resigned to spending 
the night in the open, They estab- 
lished themselves on two benches 
under a large maple tree, with 
a fine view of West End hotels 
and the homes of Westmoreland 
place. A small black trunk, con- 
taining the only possessions they 
were able to take with them, 
served as pantry and clothes 
closet, 

Mrs. Bartelme, an expectant 
mother, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she and her husband had 
been looking for a place for three 
months. She emphasized that the 
family is not looking for charity. 
“We have the money to pay for 


a house, a flat, a few rooms or 


even a garage, if only someone 
will rent to us,” she said, adding 
that she could obtain furniture if 


‘unfurnished quarters were offered. 


They were evicted from their 
former home, where they had 
light housekeeping rooms, when 
the place was sold and the new 
owner desired to remodel the 
building, she told the reporter. 

Bartelme worked for the St. 
Louis Medical Depot of the War 
Department as a junior foreman 
until three weeks ago, when he 
was laid off. He has been prom- 
ised a new job beginning Monday, 
but told his wife he would spend 
all his time looking for a place 
to live until one was found. 

The children, all clean and 
neatly dressed, are Shirley May, 
11 years. old; Edward, 9; William, 
5; Paul, 3, and Dorothy May, 19 
months. Mrs. Bartelme said that 
as a last resort she had been 
trying the last few days to get 
the children into an institution, 
since she thought tze and her 
husband could get a room some 
place, but she found no place 
willing to take them.

Hospitals Call Meat Shortage 
Desperate in New Plea to U.S. 


The meat shortage in St. Louis 
hospitals is “desperate,” the hos- 
pitals being able to satisfy only 27 
per cent of their minimum re- 
quirements, the Hospital Council 
reported today in renewing its ap- 
peal to the Federal Government 
for a special allotment. ~ 

In the 11-day period ending last 
Tuesday, 28 hospitals obtained 
only 35,270 pounds of meat, prin- 
cipally meat substitutes such as 
cold cuts, sausage and liver. Nu- 
tritional requirements demanded 
at least 128,480 pounds, the coun- 
cil asserted, adding that even meat 
substitutes cannot be obtained in 
adequate amounts now. 

Only 11 of the 28 hospitals sur- 
veyed had been able to get beef in 
this period, and their combined 
deliveries totaled only 1412 pounds. 
Institutions which got no beef at 
all included St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, which has 189 beds and 
feeds 25 employes. 


| Missouri Pacific Hospital, an- 


other institution which got no 
beef, has about 3500 pounds of 
lamb in cold storage, Supt. H. J. 
Mohler said, but cannot get to this 
because cold storage plants are 
being picketed by members of the 
Teamsters’ Union in a jurisdic- 
tional dispute with another AFL 
union. 

Mohler, who is president of the 
Hospital Council, said results of 
the latest hospital meat survey 
were sent to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture last night 
in response to a request for addi- 
tional and detailed information, 
The council, which was unable to 
obtain permission to purchase live 
cattle for slaughtering here, has 
asked that part of the meat set 
aside for the Government be allo- 
cated to meet the needs of pa- 
tients,

President Truman reported to 
Congress Tuesday that all na- 
tions receiving UNRRA aid, ex- 
cept the Soviet Republics of 
Ukrainia and Byelorussia, have 
made “satisfactory arrangements” 
for uncensored press reporting of 
UNRRA operations. 

‘Gratuitous Insult.’ 

„The action of the House was a 
gratuitous insult to a friendly na- 
tion at a time when we should be 
doing everything we can to 
strengthen rather than strain our 
relations with other nations,” 
Cannon told reporters. 

Cannon cited a statement issued 
yesterday in Berlin by Marshall

NAVY MAKING PLANE 
TO FLY 550 M.P.H. OR 
STAND STILL IN AIR 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
An experimental fighter plane, 
shaped like a pancake but ex- 
pected to be able to stand still or 
skim along at speeds up to 550 
miles an hour, was disclosed yes- 
terday by the Navy. 

Known privately as the “skim- 
mer,“ the plane is designated of- 
ficially as the XF5U-1. It was 
built by Chance Vought Aircraft 
at Bridgeport, Conn. While the 
present model will not fly before 
Labor day, the design has been 
tested with a full-scale flying 
model, 

The model, known as V-173 or 
the “bug,” has two 75-horsepower 
engines, It is built of fabric and 
wood, 

The Navy withheld dimensions 
and performance of the “skim- 
mer” other than to say that it is 
expected to have a speed range 
of 40 to 425 miles an hour with 
the present 1400-horsepower en- 
gines, 

This would be extended from 
20 to 460 miles an hour by using 
water injection for emergency 
power, and to O (or hovering at 
a standstill) to 550 miles an hour 
by using gas turbines when they 
become available. 

The combination of extreme low 
and high speeds is a radical de- 
parture. The high speed poten- 
tail apparently results from clean 
design, while the low speed pre- 
sumably is made possible by flaps 
used in combination with high 
power, 

The engines are buried in the 
middle section of the plane, flank- 
ing the cockpit,

TWO MORE MONTHS OF MEAT 
SHORTAGE, DEALERS PREDICT 


Nation-Wide Survey Shows More 
Than Half of Shops 
Are Closed. 

CHICAGO, June 28 (AP)—The 
acute shortage of meat probably 
will continue for two months, ac- 
cording to the National Retail 
Meat Dealers’ Association. The 
association said today that a 
cross-country survey of its 58,000 
members showed more than half 
of the butcher shops were closed. 

George Dressler, executive sec- 
retary, said release of cattle held 
in feed lots awaiting a decision 
on price control ceilings probably 
would bring some supplies to 
market after next week. He added, 
however, that an average amount 
of meat would not reach the con- 
sumer until about September.” 

Receipts of cattle at the coun- 
try’s 12 principal markets yes- 
terday totaled 17,100, a gain of 
1700 over Wednesday, but 4100 be- 
low a year ago. Hog receipts also 
gained slightly but receipts of 
sheep jumped 15,900 to 46,100. This 
was 8900 above a year ago. 


PLANE SENT FOR 2 EXPECTANT 
MOTHERS IN ATOM BOMB AREA 


KWAJALEIN, June 28 (AP)-—- 
Commodore Ben H. Wyatt, mili- 
tary governor of the Marshall Is- 
lands, today ordered a seaplane to 
help out the stork as an atom- 
blast precaution. 

He dispatched a _ two-engined 
seaplane to Rongelap, 200 miles 
northeast of Kwajalein, to pick up 
two expectant Marshallese women 
as a precaution against premature 
birth due to worry over the 
atomic bomb. The women will be 


brought to the Navy hospital here. 


How Scientists 
Were Killed in 
Atom Accidents 


Equipment Slipped, 
Causing Rays to 
Bombard Them. 


LOS ALAMOS, N. M., June 28 
(AP)—The Army today described 
an atomic chain reaction set up 
May 21 at the Los Alamos Labora- 
tory, which burned a Scientist 
fatally, 

The detailed report disclosed 
that the accident which cost the 
life of another scientist, Harry K. 
Daglian, 24 years old, New Lon- 
don, Conn., in September, was al- 
most identical” to the one in May 
which proved fatal to Dr. Louis 
B. Slotin, 35, Winnipeg, Canada. 

In both cases equipment slipped, 
allowing fissionable materials of 
the type used in atom bombs to 
come together swiftly instead of 
under control as had been done 
safely many times at the labora- 
tory. 

Seven others working with Dr. 
Slotin suffered burns, but re- 
covered, Daglian was working 
alone, , 

The Army report gave this 
description of the accident: 

“An accident occurred when a 
piece of equipment slipped. This 
brought the material swiftly to- 
gether beyond the critical point. 
This resulted in a tremendous en- 
ergy release within millionths of 
a second, which was evidenced to 
the persons present through a 
sensation of heat and visual per- 
ception of a blue glow around the 
material, 

In the words of one of the men 
present, ‘It was as if you were 
standing near an arc welder when 
he struck the arc.’ 

“The blue glow resulted from 
the ionization of air particlés by 
radiation emanating from the fis- 
sionable material. There was no 
explosion in the sense that there 
were no mechanical effects, no 
debris, no noise. 

“In the millionths of a second 
in which this occurred, the im- 
mediate area and all in it were 
bombarded by intense high-ener- 
gy gamma rays and neutrons of all 
energies—fast, intermediate and 
slow, There were no beta and no 
alpha radiation. 

Dr. Slotin, at the instant of 
the mishap, knocked the equip- 
ment apart, thus halting the in- 
tensifying radiation and averting 
serious consequences, possibly 
death to his companions. He was 
grasping part of the equipment 
with his left hand at the moment 
of the accident.” 

The report told of immediate 
removal to the Los Alamos hos- 
pital of the eight men, and the 
wait of several days before ef- 
fects of radiation were apparent. 
Dr. Slotin died in nine days. 

“The medical men began to 
treat the accident victims as soon

OPA AUTHORIZES 
$1.35. A TON. RISE 
IN PRICE OF COKE 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
OPA today authorized an immedi- 
ate increase of $1.35 a ton in the 
price of coke to offset higher pro- 
duction costs. 

The price increase results from 
an average increase of 40% cents 
a ton for soft coal, the raw mater- 
ial used in production of coke. 
Wage increases were another fac- 
tor in the price rise, OPA said. 
OPA increased also price ceil- 
inggs on canned salmon by 10 
per cent for consumers, canners 
and wholesalers. 

The increase at retail will 
amount to a rise of 2 to 3 cents 
for a one-pound can of pink sal- 
mon and 4 to 5 cents for Alaska 
red salmon, OPA said. It stems 
from a 10 per cent increase in 
canners’ prices for all canned sal- 
mon, designed to cover wage and 
operating costs as well as new 
taxes to be levied by the Terri- 
tory of Alaska.

When the two loans—350, 000, 000 
for purchase of surplus properties 
abroad and $40,000,000 from the 
bank to buy locomotives and coal 
cars in the United States—were 
announced, the State Department 
also released an exchange of notes 
with Poland. In those Poland 
agreed to hold free elections. as 
soon as possible, allow uncensored 
news dispatches by foreign corre- 
spondents, and make public its 
economic arrangements with other 
countries. 

Suspension Lifted. 

When the Poles had failed to 
comply by May 10, Acheson an- 
nounced that the $50,000,000 credit 
had been suspended. He lifted 
that suspension Wednesday night, 
asserting the Poles had “indicat- 
ed” they were making public the 
texts of economic agreements 
with Russia and five other coun- 
tries. 

Yesterday it was revealed that 
at almost the same time, the 
State Department notified the Ex- 
port-Import Bank not to sign the 
contract on its $40,000,000 loan to 
Poland. Drafting of the contract 
was recently completed and it 
was ready for signing. 

The State Department’s expla- 
nation of this apparent inconsis- 
tency was that although Poland 
had not actually published its oth- 
er economic agreements, it had 
given strong enough indications 
that it would for the department 
to go ahead with the surplus prop- 
erty credit. On the other hand, 
the department feels. that the 
bank credit must await actual 
publication by Poland of its other 
arrangements, 

Martin's Version.

Martin of the Export-Import Bank 
has quite a different version of 
the situation. Martin, a St. 
Louisan, doesn’t think any of the 
State Department's conditions ap- 
ply to his bank's agreement to 
grant Poland a loan, and held up 
the signing of the contract yester- 
day only at the State Depart- 
ment's request. 

A department spokesman also 
said this week that until the 
Polish agreements were made 
public there was no way for the 
department to tell whether Poland 
would be able to repay the loan.

Idleness Due to Walkouts 
Totals 81,700,000 Man- 
Days First 5 Months of 
This Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
The time lost through strikes dur- 
ing the first five months of 1946 
more than doubled the entire 
strike idleness in 1945, the Labor 
Department reported last night. 

The idleness during January to 
May of this year totaled 81,700,000 
man-days. For, all of 1945 the 
figure was 38,025,000. 

There were fewer new stoppages 
in May than in either March or 
April, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported. 

More than half of the time lost 
in the month was due to the 
coal strike which lasted until May 
29. The largest dispute beginning 
in May was the two-day tie-up of 
railroad operations, 

Strike idleness in May to- 
taled 11,500,000 man-days com- 
pared with 15,500,000 man-days in 
April. ' 

There were 360 new stoppages in 
May, and another 355 continued 
from April, making a total of 815 
in progress in the month, in- 
volving 1,165,000 workers. In April 
the 845 stoppages involved 925,000 
workers. 

The Conciliation Service settled 
324 of the 715 stoppages in effect 
in May. The service also settled 
1409 disputes before actual stop- 
pages occurred. 

Although the 1795 work stop- 
pages beginning in the first five 
months of this year exceeded the 
number beginning in the corre- 
sponding period in 1945, it was 
less than the 2098 recorded in the 
first five months of 1944. The 
number of workers involved, 2,- 
795,000, was more than twice that 
of. the corresponding periods in 
1945 and 1944, and more than five 
times greater than the average of 
1935 to 1945, 

The time lost in May represent- 
ed 1.81 per cent of available work- 
ing time. This compared to the 
wartime average of 1 of 1 per 
cent,

The committee voted unani- 
mously to authorize Dr. H. V. 
Evatt of Australia, commission 
chairman, to name a small work- 
ing committee to draft an analysis 
of the problem. 

Russia has served notice that it 
will fight for a rule requiring a 
two-thirds vote for approval of 
all questions before the commis- 
sion, 

The commission's committee of 
experts on rules and procedure ap- 
proved yesterday a rule for ap- 
proval by a straight majority of 
the twelve members, The Russian 


procedure expert took exception to 
this and reserved the right for 
Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko 
to bring the issue before the com- 
mission today. 

Meanwhile, Gromyko’s repeated 
use of the veto during Wednes- 
day’s Security Council debate on 
the Spanish question appeared to

issue, 

Dr, Francisco Castillo Najera, 
president of the Security Council 
and Foreign Minister of Mexico, 
asserted last night that Russia's 
numerous negative votes constitut- 
ed an “abuse of the veto.”

OPA IS JITTERY 
ON WHAT MAY 
HAPPEN TO RENTS 


Officials Think Level Can’t 
Be Held—Some Landlords 
Planning Increases. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP) 
—Nervous about what may hap- 
pen to rents? So is OPA, 

The modified price control ex- 
tension bill before Congress makes 
virtually no changes in rent con- 
trol provisions, but stabilization 
officials have asserted that rents 
could not be held at present levels 
if the bill should become law. 

And what if OPA should be al- 
lowed to expire Sunday midnight? 
Already some landlords are in- 
cluding clauses in lease renewals 
which call for a 15 per cent in- 
crease in the event controls go 
off. 

Ivan D. Carson, OPA rent ad- 
ministrator, told a reporter that 
tenants do not have to sign such 
a lease, provided there was no 
such clause in their previous con- 
tract with the same landlord. 

“And you can’t be evicted for 
refusing to sign,” Carson added. 
* However, if a tenant signs vol- 
untarily, the lease is binding, Car- 
son said, and the landlord violates 
no regulation, 

While rent officials predict that 
the bill in Congress would cause 
rents to go up, they shy away 
from any calculation on how much 
it might be. 

Up to now, OPA has made no 
plans for a general rent increase 
if the extension bill is signed by 
President Truman, 


STRIKE HALTS PRODUCTION 
AT FULTON BAG & COTTON CO. 


Production at the Fulton Bag 
& Cotton Co., 217 Cedar street, 
was halted today by a strike of 
the company’s factory force be- 
cause of dissatisfaction with the 
progress of contract negotiations. 
About 150 went on strike yester- 
day. 

The strikers are members of 
AFL Federal Labor Union 23530. 
AFL officers declined to com- 
ment on the walkout, asserting 
they were not as yet familiar with 
the details. 

A. G. Woodruff, production man- 
ager at the company, said the em- 
ployes were demanding certain 
working procedures be incor- 
porated in the contract. The 
Post-Dispatch has learned that 
these include a stipulated griev- 
ance procedure, seniority pro- 
grams, transfers and time and 
one-half for Saturday work per- 
formed within a 40-hour week. 


2 PCT. CUT IN SUGAR OUTPUT 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Americans, and others, are to get 
two per cent less sugar this year 
than officials thought. 

The British-Canadian-American 
combined food board reported 
yesterday prospective production 
of sugar this year is 500,000 tons 
less than previously estimated. As 
a consequence, the board reduced 
allocations to various countries by 
a uniform rate of two per cent. 
The new allocation for the United 
States is 5.597,000 tons. 


BILL ON GARBAGE 
PICKUP BOND ISSUE 
FUND APPROVED 


Aldermen Also Vote to 
Hold City Tax Measure 
Pending Study of Aid 
From State. 


A bill authorizing submission at 
the Aug. 6 primary of the proposal 
to issue $4,000,000 in bonds to fi- 
nance municipal collection of gar- 
bage was passed today by the 
Board of Aldermen. The vote 


was 24 to 0. 

The measure was pdssed with- 
out discussion under suspension 
of rules voted for the purpose of 
taking final action on a number 
of bills. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann's bill 
to levy a city income tax received 
an unexpected setback when the 
Aldermanic Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, by a vote of 4 to 3, decided 
to hold the measure in committee 
pending discussion with state offi- 
cials of the possibility of obtain- 
ing additional municipal revenue 
from the state. The decision was 
announced by Aiderman Charles 
Kratovil, committee chairman. 


Kratovil said it was the general 
feeling of the committee members 
that every effort should be made 
to obtain additional revenue from 
all other possible sources before 
acting on the controversial income 
tax measure. President Albert L. 
Schweitzer of the Board of Alder- 
men said today’s action does not 
mean a delay until fall on the 
measure. He pointed out it could 
still be passed when the board 
begins meeting from day to day 
July 8. 

The motion to hold the bill in 
committee was made by Alderman 
Jake Sellers, who contends wage 
increases for municipal employes 
can be financed by economies and 
are not dependent on a city in- 
come tax. 

Sellers conceded his motion 
might serve to kill the income tax 
bill. He said he might introduce 
a resolution calling for appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer 
with state officials at the next 
meeting of the board. No confer- 
ence regarding state aid has been 
decided on yet, he added, 

It was brought out in informal 
discussion in the committee that 
St. Louis contributes 40 per cent 
of total sales tax collected by 
the State, but Kratovil told re- 
porters that he had been in- 
formed by State legislators that 
“there is no chance of the city 
getting any funds from the State, 
sales tax collections or other- 
wise.” 

Two bills affecting the city’s 
airport program were introduced 
in the board by Alderman Charles 
E. Albanese. One would appropri- 
ate $1,350,000 for construction of 
a new runway and loading facili- 
ties at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 
The other would authorize the 
city to proceed with the con- 
demnation of land needed for de- 
velopment of a small personal air- 
port at Morganford and Weber 
roads, 

The board went on record as 
favoring acquisition by the state 
of the Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works site for use as a park or 
public recreational area. 

A resolution to that effect, intro- 
duced by Alderman Vernon Riehl, 
was adopted unanimously by the 
board. Riehl pointed out that 
park facilities in the St. Louis 
area are overcrowded and that the 
addition of the 17,600-acre Weldon 


Spring tract to the state park sys-. 


tem would be beneficial for resi- 
dents of the area. 

The site, 18 miles west of St. 
Louis, was placed on sale as sur- 
plus war property by the Govern- 
ment last April, and the state pre- 
viously evinced interest in it as a 
possible hospital location. Its ac- 
quisition by the state for a park 
has been recommended by the 
Park and Playground Association 
of St. Louis and other civic organ- 
izations, Riehl said, 


Credit Balance of $3,487,266 for 
Fiscal Year. 

The 1945-46 city fiscal year 
closed last April 8 with a credit 
balance of $3,487,266, an increase 
of $341,991 over the preceding 
year, the annual report of Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte showed today. 

An increase in net receipts and 
balances of 32,233,273 over the 
previous year and an increase of 
departmental expenditures and 
appropriations of $1,891,282 ac- 
count for the net increases of 
balance, Nolte said. 

Principal factors increasing re- 
ceipts were cigarette taxes, manu- 
facturers’ licenses, 5 per cent 
gross receipts on electric power 
and MacArthur Bridge vehicle 
tolls. General salary increases, 
rises in food and drug costs in in- 
stitutions and increase in contri- 
butions to police and firemen’s re- 
tirement systems largely account- 
ed for added costs.

LIST SUBMITTED 


Hickey Report Urges 
Construction of Needed 
Facilities Before Mod- 


ernization. 


A recommended list of priorities 
in effectuating the five-year plan 
for modernization of the St. Louis 
public school system through new 
construction and alteration of 
existing facilities at an estimated 
cost of $32,384,472 was submitted 
last night to the Board of Edu- 
cation’s planning committee by 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey. 


The list was divided into three 
groups; the first provides for con- 
struction of facilities that are 
lacking or inadequate; the second 
for modernization of facilities and 
buildings not scheduled for re- 
placement and the third for re- 
placement of old buildings. 


The planning committee, headed 
by Elmore M. Putney, approved 
the recommendations and will 
submit a tentative report to the 
Board at its next meeting, it was 
learned. A final report by the 
committee will be presented in 
September, 

In submitting his recommenda- 
tions, Hickey told the committee 
that it is more important to con- 
struct facilities that are lacking 
and necessary than to replace and 
improve existing facilities. 

It was pointed out that Hickey’s 
report was made as a basis for 
further study by the board in con- 
nection with the over-all moderni- 
zation plan, submitted to the board 
three weeks ago by the planning 
committee. The superintendent’s 
report simply sets up the needs 
under a priority list, it was stated. 
The first group, calling for ex- 
penditure of $11,716,900, includes 
construction of two new high 
schools and improvements and 
additions to four elementary 
schools, one high school and the 
two teachers’ colleges. It also pro- 
vides for improvements in the di- 
vision of audio-visual education 
and construction of an FM radio 
studio and tower at a total cost 
of $580,000. 

The second group on the priority 
list provides for remodeling vari- 
ous school rooms, modernizing and 
enlarging four high schools, im- 
proving other high schools, repair- 
ing the Public Schools Stadium 
and construction of new field 
houses. Total cost was placed at 
$6,235,240, of which $2,000,000 was 
for the new field houses. 

The third group provides for re- 
placement of 18 old elementary 
schools at a cost of $14,432,332. 
Those designated for replacement 
in the list were Adams, Burton, 
Blair, Carondelet, Carr Lane, Car- 
ver, Charless-Grant, Curtis, Do- 
zier, Fremont, Gratiot, Hodgen, 
Howard, Irving, Jefferson, Mar- 
quette, Pestalozzi and Riddick,

STORAGE PLANTS 


Union Bars New Material 
at Two Firms After 
Teamsters Extend Pick- 
et Lines. 


The AFL Teamsters & Chauf- 
feurs’ Union today extended its 
picket lines at two cold storage 
plants to the engineering depart- 
ments. Representatives of the AFL 
Operating Engineers Union told 
the Booth Cold Storage Co., 1220 
North First street, their men 
would refuse to cross the lines if 
any material was received by the 
plant after midnight tonight. 

Officers of the both unions were 
scheduled to present similar de- 
mands to the St. Louis Refrigerat- 
ing & Cold Storage Co., 1301 
Lewis street, later today. With- 
drawal of the engineers would 
threaten large stocks of perisha- 
bles now in storage. 

The picketing is the result of a 
jurisdictional dispute between the 
teamsters and the AFL Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen. The teamsters are de- 
manding recognition for their 
Warehousemen’s affiliate as repre- 
sentative of the cold storage plant 
workers. Both plants have had 
contracts with the butchers since 
1940, 

Sigmund Bass, attorney for the 
butchers’ union, today called on 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Herbert H. Freer “to lay the en- 
tire situation before him.” Bass 
siad he would request Freer to 
determine whether Lawrence J. 
Camie, business agent of the 
teamsters’ warehousemen’s affill- 
ate, was violating a 1940 federal 
injunction prohibiting him from 
acting as an agent for Local 600 
of the teamsters and whether the 
teamsters were violating the anti- 
racketeering act. 


Henry Friese, president of Local 
545 of the butchers’ union, said the 
cold storage workers voted yester- 
day “to stand by their union to 
the bitter end.” He said they told 
him they wanted to be represented 
by a union of their own choosing 
and that their choice was the 
butchers’ union,

It authorized a necessary 
force of 11 for the office of the 
Senate secretary to complete prep- 
aration of the journal and pre- 
pare bills for submission to the 
Governor, and for one secretary 
for each Senator providing the 
Senator would certify to his need 
for the service. 

28 Expected to Keep Help. 

Some of the Senators will not 
keep their secretaries, but it is 
expected that at least. 28 will. 
Each secretary is paid $5 a day. 

It is common knowledge that 
several of the Senators have per- 
sons on the payroll as secretaries 
who never are in Jefferson City 
and who never do any official 
work for the state. They are in 
the home offices of the Senators, 
employed all the time for purely 
personal work. 

The members of the Legislature 
will complete their work and 
leave Jefferson City tonight and 
tomorrow. Officially the recess 
will end Aug. 7, but plans call 
for only a skeleton session then, 
with no work to be done, and for 
a series of similar 30-day recesses 
until 1947. 

The only important work re- 
maining for consideration today 
was the passage of the appropria- 
tion bills, which have been agreed 
on by a conference committee, and 
a last-minute attempt to work out 
an agreement on small-loan rate 
legislation.

SEEKS TO REGAIN 


CONTROL OF UNION 


FROM EX-CONVICT 


E. G. Flynn in Steamfit- 

ters Race Against Law- 
rence Callanan, Tells 
of Threats.

Edward G. Flynn, former busi- 
ness agent of AFL Steamfitters & 
. pefitters, Local 562, will seek to 
regain control of the union in an 
election tomorrow from Lawrence 
Callanan, former convict who took 
over the local while Flynn was 
away serving with the Seabees, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 
He said he would keep his name 
on the ballot despite a series of 
threats received over the tele- 
phone. 


PLAN FOR UNIVERSITY CITY 
ELECTIONS IN APRIL APPROVED 


A report of the Committee on 
Nominations and Elections of the 
University City Charter Commis- 
sion was adopted by the commis- 
sion at a meeting last night. Pro- 
posals accepted included holding 
city elections on the first Tues- 


day in April and general agree- 
ment that the names necessary 
on petitions for the nomination of 
candidates should be small in 
number. 

The committee chairman, the 
Rev. W. W. S. Hohenschild, said 
in agg woe, | the report that the 
group had been handicapped in 
preparation of its plans because 
of uncertainty as to the type of 
government the commission will 
adopt. 

A public hearing will be held 
by the commission Tuesday night 
at 7:30 o’clock at the University 
City City Hall to give residents 
an opportunity to express their 
opinions on the merits of the 
council-manager and strong mayor 
forms of municipal administra- 
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Flynn and Callanan are candi- 
dates for business manager. This 
is the controlling office of the 
local because the business man- 
ager appoints the business agents. 
Frank J. Tighe, the incumbent, 
is not seeking re-election. 


Shortly after Flynn had his 
name placed in nomination two 
weeks ago, he said, he received 
a telephone call informing him 
Callanan was prepared “to use 
sluggers” if necessary to win the 
election. He received two subse- 
quent similar calls, the most re- 
cent one last Monday night, Flynn 
added. 

Asked to Run, He Says. 

Flynn said he had been asked 
to run for the office by rank and 
file members of the local. He 
said he had given his word 
that he would run against Cal- 
lanan .o Thomas J. O’Connor, as- 
sistant secretary of the local, be- 
fore O’Connor died April 8. O’Con- 
nor had told Flynn: Don't let 
the organization be wrecked.” 

The election will be conducted 
from 9 am. to 5 p.m. at union 
headquarters, 1558 South Vande- 
venter avenue. 

Older members of the local have 
been called on the telephone by 
Callanan supporters and offered 
automobile service to the polling 
place. 

When Flynn returned from the 
service about a year ago, he found 
himself “frozen out” by Callanan 
and a group of hoodlum associ- 
ates who had discovered that the 
local’s treasury was swelled with 
wartime permit fees, estimated at 
$500,000. His friends in the union 
discussed the “freeze” in whispers, 
fearful that harm would come to 
them if they talked openly. 

Term Increased to 4 Years, 


Heretofore, the term of business 
manager has been for one year. 
A few months ago at a special 
meeting called by the Callanan 
group, the local voted to extend 
the term to four years. 

There have been no regular 
meetings of the local for more 
than a year, Flynn's supporters 
said, although special meetings 
have been called for the considera- 
tion of special issues. A regular 
meeting scheduled for last Wed- 
nesday night was canceled with- 
out explanation after Flynn filed 
his candidacy. 

No financial report has been 
given to members of the local in 
more than a year. Three or four 
times they were told an audit was 
being made and that it would be 
presented to the membership, but 
it has not yet been made public. 

Three months ago, however, 
Callanan arranged to have the 
daily work assessment doubled. 
All steamfitters are now required 
to pay into the union a fee of 50 
cents for every day they work. 
Formerly, the amount was 25 
cents. Callanan had the amount 
increased after reporting the local 
had a $12,000 deficit for last year. 

Within the last few weeks, mem- 
bers of the local have learned 
that 15 men were accepted as 
transfer members from out-of- 
town locals of the union, These 
acceptances were made without 
authorization from the member- 
ship as required by the by-laws. 
Officially the local has not been 
notified of the transfers, and 
members have been unable to 
learn the names of the men who 
were accepted. 

“Good Will Tour.” 

Without authorization also, Cal- 
lanan last week took about 25 
stewards to Kansas City on a 
“good will tour” to attend a meet- 
ne of the AFL pipe trades coun- 
cil. 

Last January, police raided the 
local’s headquarters, then at 3309 
Olive street, on a tip that a un- 
jon member was to be murdcred. 
They found a loaded .38-caliber 
revolver marked “property of 
U.S. Government” in a filing 
cabinet. ; 

Callanan was sentenced to five 
years in the Missouri penitentiary 
for robbery in 1927 and previous- 
ly served a sentence at Bellefon- 
taine Farms. He lives at 4848 St. 
Louis avenue.

Seversky Gives His Views.

The latest UNRRA report 
showed budget commitments of 
$61,000,000 for Byelorussia and 
$189,000,000 for Ukrainia, Unof- 
ficial appropriations committee 
figures listed $58,000,000 as having 
been spent in Ukrainia and $24,- 
000,000 in Byelorussia through 
last April 30. 

Representative August H. An- 
dresen (Rep.), Minnesota, told the 
House in debate on the UNRRA 
bill that he had learned from the 
Agriculture Department that 100,- 
000,000 pounds of pork had been 
set aside for shipment to Russia 
if the measure is enacted.

Q. What are the United States 
views on the veto, by which one 
of five countries—Russia, France, 
China, the United States and 
Great Britain—can block action in 
the Security Council on substan- 
tive matters? 

A. The United States declared 
in the Baruch plan that there 
must be no veto on atomic mat- 
ters. Members of the American 
delegation indicate they are will- 
ing to trade the atomic bomb for 
an adequate international control 
in which there is no veto. 


Russia’s Views on Veto. 


Q. What are Russla's views on 
the veto? 

A. Gromyko took occasion to 
remove all doubt about that in 
his speech outlining Russia's po- 
sition. He said the commission 
must work within the framework 
of the charter of the United. Na- 
tions. He further said that efforts 
to undermine the unanimity of 
the Security Council on questions 
of substance should be resisted. 
Asked after that meeting if he 
meant Russia would stand by the 
veto, he said he did. That is 
perhaps the major difference that 
must be resolved. 

Q. Suppose the nations agree on 
a law (or a convention) barring 
atomic energy weapons and a 
violation is found, say in the 
United States. What happens then 
under the American proposals? 

A. The American plan envisions 
that such an eventuality would 
be taken care of by the punish- 
ment system to be set up in the 
treaties establishing the atomic 
development authority. Briefly, 
the authority would stop the vio- 
lation and punish the offender. 

What happens under the 
Russian plan? 
A. Russia proposes that each 
nation pass laws to punish viola- 
tions in that nation. It further 
proposes that the commission 
study sanctions and controls to 
be applied. But the Americans 
insist that the Russian controls 
are not adequate. Suppose, they 
say, that a violation is found in 
the United States. Atomic projects 
are under Government eontrol in 
this country and, therefore, the 
Americans assert the United States 
Government would be expected to 
punish itself under the system of 
individual nations setting up their 
own penalties. 

Before Council. 


Suppose, however, the complain- 
ing nation is not satisfied and 
takes the case to the Security 
Council, charging that the United 
States has broken the interna- 
tional law on atomic control and 
that the violation itself is a prima 
facie evidence of a on. 

The American viewpoint ex- 
pressed by members of the dele- 
gation is that the case could be 
argued in the Security Council 
and that the United States dele- 
gate in the showdown -could veto 
council action against the United 
States. 

United Nations observers pointed 


fairs had progressed so far that 
the United States or another na- 
tion holding the veto power felt 
called on to veto a council move 
against it, for atomic N that 
nation could be presumed to be 
hiding warlike intentions. This 
could mean that at that stage the 
other nations could, if they felt 
the urgency of the situation war- 
ranted it, go to war to punish a 
nation which had broken the 
atomic covenant. 

The veto thus conceivably could 
be one of the last steps before a 
resort to arms in an extremely 
serious case. The condemned na- 
tion could invoke the veto as much 
as it desired but if the situation 
were sufficiently serious the other 
nations might invoke sanctions 
and take other punishing meas- 
ures, overriding the veto by force 
of arms. 

Q. Would the international 
atomic development authority pro- 
posed by the United States come 
under the Security Council? 

A. That is a matter for further 
study. The feeling of the Ameri- 
can delegation is that the author- 
ity should be set up by treaties 
among the nations and that it 
should operate separately and 
apart from the Security Council as 
long as the Council holds to the 
veto power. 

Procedure on Plan. 

Q. Suppose the commission 
agrees on a plan for atomic con- 
trol. What then? 

A. The commission report would 
go to the Security Council. If ap- 
proved there, it would go to the 
United Nations General Assembly. 
If approved there, and assuming it 
would contain à draft treaty for 
atomic.control, it would be sent to 
the member nations for ratifica- 
tion. Naturally, the United States 
Senate must approve any treaty 
before the United States is com- 
mitted finally.

Battleships 
Future in Atom || 
Era in Doubt 


May Become Some 
Sort of Super 
Rocket Launcher, 
Scientist Says.

EN ROUTE TO BIKINI, 
June 28. 
FFENSIVE as well as defen- 
0 SIVE tactics and strategy will 
be developed by the High 
Command of the United States 
Navy as a result of the atomic- 
bomb tests at Bikini atoll. It is 
obvious the problem is not merely 
to design a future Navy capable 
of withstanding atomic bomb at- 
tacks but a Navy. capable of de- 
livering them, 


In speculating upon this future 


one may base reasonable ‘conclu- 
sion on certain known facts to 
date. The airplane has been the 
method of delivering atomic 
bombs. The two that fell on Japan 
were dropped from B-29s, Similar- 
‘ly a B-29 will drop the bomb in 


the first test at Bikini. From this, 
many authorities reason that the 
airplane carrier is destined to be 
the chief offensive weapon of the 
future Navy. However the rapid 
development of all sorts of rocket 
launchings in World War II must 
not be overlooked. It may be, 
therefore, that some sort of es- 
pecially fast light cruiser or de- 
stroyer capable of launching rock- 
ets bearing atomic bombs may 
turn out to be the backbone of 
the Navy of the future. 


Officers Asking Questions. 
In any event many high-ranking 
Navy officers are beginning to 
ask serious questions about the 


future of the battleship as it has 
existed—up to now. The battleship 
is in essence a gun platform. Its 
chief function is to house its big 
guns. With atomic weapons the 
battleship a no longer carry 
its big 


The ä of the future 
therefore may be some sort of 


super rocket launcher. It may 
have walls of even thicker steel 
and these in turn may be lined 
with such metals as lead to keep 
out the radiations of an atomic 
bomb attack. But the vessel can 
be smaller and lighter because it 
will carry rocket launchers in 
place of big guns. ‘The need for 
anti-aircraft guns on such a bat- 
tleship of the future, however, will 
be greater than ever. Likewise 
many authorities think the need 
for airplane carriers will become 
greater than ever, for the chief 
defense against enemy planes 
carrying atomic bombs will be 
afi attack on those planes before 
they have had the opportunity of 
delivering their bombs. 

Submarine May Be Backbone. 

A final question concerns the 
possibility that the submarine 
may become the backbone of the 
fleet of the future. There are 
some who think the submarine is 
better suited to withstand an 
atomic bomb attack than any sur- 
face ship. These same proponents 
of the stbmarine also regard it 
as the ideal vessel for launching 
a surprise attack with rockets 
bearing atomic bombs, 

In World War II the Germans 
developed new types of motors 
that enabled submarines to cruise 
unusual distances. They also de- 
veloped the famous breathing 
tube which permitted subs to 
make long runs without coming 
to the surface. American sub- 
marines, however, proved the 
best of all in World War II and 
our Navy therefore has a firm 
foundation in which to develop 
the submarine of the future.

OVIET REPRESENTATIVE ANDREI GROMYKO asked Ber- 
nard M. Baruch a simple. question a few days before their re- 
spective proposals for the control of atomic energy were pre- 
sented to the world. The question was asked at an informal meeting 
of the men, which Baruch is reported to have described before a 
closed session of the Senate’s Special Committee on Atomic Energy. 
Apparently Gromyko wasted no time in getting to the point. Bluntly, | 


he asked Baruch when the United States proposed to destroy its 


stock of atomic bombs. 


The question may have been 
casual, but it comes as close to 
summing up the heart of the Rus- 
sian position on control of the 
bomb as it is possible to do in a 
few words. 

To the Russians, it is the all- 
important question, The impor- 
tance which the Soviet leaders at- 
tach to it was reflected clearly in 
Gromyko’s proposal, which pro- 
vided that the bombs should be 
destroyed almost immediately aft- 
er the signing of an agreement. It 
is reflected with disturbing clarity 
in the bitter attack launched by] s 
Pravda against the Baruch plan. 
Because it contains no provision 
for immediate destruction of the 
American stockpile, Pravda calls 
the Baruch proposal an “evident 
striving for world rule.” Nor is 
the attack in Pravda a sudden de- 
parture. For weeks the Soviet 
press campaign against the United 
States, shrilly echoed by the New 
York Daily Worker, has been 
mounting in intensity.

Do the Soviet leaders 
selves believe all this?

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A Slow Start. 


Secretary Patterson's action on the Doolittle 
committee's report makes three contributions to 
ending the Army caste system, by abolishing the 
hand salute off Army installations, equalizing 
enlisted men’s terminal leave pay provisions 
with those of officers, and abolishing references 
to “officers and their ladies and enlisted men 


and their wives.” These are improvements, but 


they make a bare start at Americanizing the 

feudal regulations governing enlisted men. 
For the rest, Mr. Patterson's announcement of 

changes based on the Doolittle report consists 


of evasions, inconsistencies, and pious but mean- 


ingless generalities. 

The Secretary says, for instance, that all mili- 
tary personnel when off duty will be allowed to 
“pursue normal social patterns comparable to 

r democratic way of life.” It somewhat strains 

e imagination to picture a group of officers 
and ‘enlisted men settling down to a rousing 
evening's pursuit of normal social patterns. 

But if Mr. Patterson means by this govern- 
mentese that they will be allowed to associate 
with each other, that’s fine. Apparently that is 
what the Secretary does mean, for he goes on 
to say that close association between officers 
and men will be encouraged. 

Apparently Mr. Pef{terson does not mean it 
at all, however, for he concludes with the asser- 
tion that there is no intention of abolishing all 
off-duty restraint on social association between 
officers and enlisted men, and that officers’ 
clubs will continue to be operated. Just what 
does this maze of contradictions mean? 

The Doolittle board asked that all officers be 
required, before appointment, to have some mili- 
tary training, preferably a year in the ranks, and 
that promotions be on the basis of merit rather 
than seniority. The Secretary promises “care- 
ful” selection of officers. 

The board requested provisions for enlisted 
men to serve on courts. The Secretary of War 
says officers and men will be treated equally 
by military courts—and he adds that this is the 
case at present. The board’s recommendation 
each time is concrete—the Secretary’s response 
an empty generality. : 

And what of the board’s request for a retire- 
ment system for enlisted men? What of its 
proposal of a thorough revision of existing dif- 
ferences in pay, promotion, furloughs, decora- 
tions and food? The Secretary touches on these 
requests, if at all, with the same orotund mean- 
inglessness. | 

The concessions to democracy in the Army 
are, in short, grudging and insufficient. It is a 
good sign that the War Department has taken 
cognizance of the evils in the caste system and 
is doing at least something about them. From 
the Secretary's new orders to completion of the 
duty, however, the department has a long way 
to go. 
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Bottleneck for Minimum Wages 

By refusing to grant a rule for the minimum 
wage bill, and thereby apparently bottling it 
up for the next several months, the House Rules 
Committee has again served its Southern Bour- 
bon masters, as it is also currently doing in the 


case of the La Follette-Monroney bill for the 


reorganization of Congress. 

Southern lumber, turpentine and laundry in- 
terests are against the minimum-wage bill, and 
their interests are attended to on the Rules 
committee by its boss, Representative Eugene 
Cox of Georgia. Once again, by abusing its 
power, the Rules Committee is proving the case 
for those who maintain that its excesses must 
be curbed.

The House Is Right 

The Missouri House of Representatives takes 
a wholly commendable stand by refusing a con- 
ference report which compromised with the 
Senate bill on small-loan rates, The House bill 
compensates the lender generously for all the 
elements of investigation, risk, administrative 
expense and pure interest return. The Senate 
bill is usurious in almost every particular. 

Take, for example, automobile installment 
loans. The Senate provided 8 per cent dis- 
count (almost 16 per cent true interest) plus 2 
per cent for “investigation” plus 5 per cent on 
top of all that for hazard“ —a total of almost 
23 per cent. In contrast, a St. Louis bank has 
long offered (and repeated its offer in an adver- 
tisement last week) to handle new cars at $4 
discount per $100, which works out to a true 
interest rate of 7.8 per cent. It lends on used 
cars at $6 discount, or at 11.7 per cent true 
interest. 

‘These bank rates are on the customary terms 
of the trade: one-third down, and the normal 
selection of borrowers which a lender must 
serve to get a share in this highly competitive 
field. The bank has made money on these 
terms. Obviously its advertisement implies that 
it expects to make more. 

Such evidence, and similar comparisons which 
can be made for the other classifications in the 
Senate bill, go to show why the House should 
hold fast. Let the Senate accept the House bill 
or nothing. In the latter event, the loan com- 
panies probably cannot charge more than the 
constitutional rate of 8 per cent beginning next 
Monday. If they, or their legislative minions, 
insist on bulling through the Senate bill, the 
acute discomfort of $ per cent top interest is no 
more than they are begging for. 
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On the AFL Doorstep 


The type of union assassination attempted by 
the AFL teamsters against the AFL butchers 
here can lead the AFL itself into a process of 
slow amputation. This jurisdictional dispute 
already has prompted the butchers to threaten 
leaving the federation. 

When the teamsters began then effort to 
throw the butchers out of three St. Louis cold 
storage plants, it was not just an ordinary juris- 
dictional dispute, nor an isolated affair: It was 
a deliberate assault by superior force on a 
weaker union, and it appears to be part of a 
larger campaign of aggrandizement by the team- 
sters. Henry Friese, head of the butchers’ lo- 
cal, says the teamsters have been doing this in 
several places, “making teamsters out of sausage 
makers by raiding branch plants.” 

Maybe the AFL doesn’t care that this forcibly 
disrupts a union contract, shuts down a public 
service and costs labor in popular good will. 
But such inexcusable stabs in the back leave

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Showdown on Silver 

There is a way, without action by the Senate, 
to break the silver bloc’s stranglehold on Amer- 
ican industries. New York photo-engravers, 
with the Treasury’s permission, are obtaining 
metal by melting down silver dollars. But it is 
an expensive way, for a dollar contains only 55 
cents worth of silver at the present ceiling price 
of 71.11 cents an ounce. 

Why, a newcomer to the subject may reason- 
ably ask, not buy direct from the silver pro- 
ducers, or from the Government’s enormous 
silver surplus, at 71.11 cents? The answer is 
that the silver bloc has rigged the law so that 
the’ Government must buy all the newly mined 
silver offered but can sell none of it. And the 
producers will not sell to industry direct, for 
doing so would defeat their own maneuver in 
the Senate to raise the price paid them to 90.3 
cents next Monday and $1.29 after two years. 
Yet no one has shown that the present price 
does not compensate them generously, . 

What a racket, what a scheme of legalized 
monopoly, for the Senate to condone and abet! 
It is even worse. The Senate has attached the 
price-boosting amendment to the Treasury-Post 
Office supply bill. Unless the House capitu- 
lates to the Senate or the Senate can mean- 
while be persuaded to withdraw its rider, the 
mails and mints will not have funds to operate 
after next Sunday. 

Here is the showdown. Let the House hold 
fast to its own measure permitting the Gov- 
ernment to sell to industry at 71.11 cents. While 
the impasse holds, let vital industry melt dollars. 
Then let the Senators, silver bloc and their 
complaisant fellows alike, shut down the Treas- 
ury and the Post Office—if they dare. 
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The Veterans’ Long Pull 


Lt. Col. Winthrop Rockefeller gave some 
needed counsel when he put St. Louis on notice 
that the veterans of the community require a 
service center as much as they ever did and will 
continue to do so for some time to come. 

Veterans’ affairs of late have been less in the 
public eye and on the public heart than they 
were, That is natural, for the eruption of the 
problem was dramatic, whereas the operational 
phase into which it has passed is routine. Yet 
even in the dramatic stage the subject encoun- 
tered considerable inertia on the part of the 
city government, and a service center was not 
established at all until after a prolonged clamar 
for it. To keep it going will call for even more 
determined effort than was required to get it 
started. 

At the present moment new quarters for the 
center have to be found, and financial support 
must be increased. The center has been told 
it must move from the Civil Courts building 
within the next few months to make way for 
the magistrates’ courts, and that there is no 
room for it in Kiel Auditorium. It is up to the 
city government to find some other place for 
the center, which it has not yet done. 

As for financial support, not much can be 
done for a veteran for 42 cents, but that is all 
this community has been spending to reorient 
its soldiers back into civilian life and help them 
find a job and a home. Most communities are 
spending around $5, and that is little enough. 
The city and the community chest ought to be 
giving thought to granting the center enough 
money to do the job. Col. Rockefeller was 
being as factual as a balance sheet when he 
said taking care of the veterans is less expen- 
sive than neglecting them would be. There are, 
more pertinently still, considerations of pa- 
triotism and solemn obligation and private con- 
science involved, which will not be satisfied till 
the community’s duty to the veterans is dis- 
charged, however long it takes.

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Presidential Littleness 


President Truman's letter to Senator Tobey, 
in reply to the latter’s request for grain for 
New England farmers, gives a disquieting in- 
sight into the quality and temper of the man 
who sits in the White House.

They 
are intended to wound dnd to anger. They are 
worded with venom. 

The President’s letter shows that he has stored 
up malice against Tobey and waited for an op- 
portunity to strike back at him revengefully. 

The letter is Mr. Truman’s testament that he 
has learned nothing about the qualities that fit 
men for public office or that; in the breach, 
unfit them. Specifically, he learned nothing 
from the Pauley episode. He still speaks of 
Edwin W. Pauley, the oil man whom he nomi- 
nated to be Under Secretary of the Navy, as 
“a good public servant.” 

He chides Secretary Ickes because that really 
good public servant quit the Cabinet in protest 
at the President’s proposal to turn the nation’s 


“oil reserves over to a man who had never shown 


any disposition toward them other than to ex- 
ploit them for his own profit. 

He complains of being unable to obtain good 
men to take Government posts, seemingly ob- 
livious that good men are not attracted by his 
treatment of Ickes or by the prospect of serving 
alongside men of the caliber of Pauley, George 
E. Allen and James K. Vardaman, 

Above all, the letter was little.

Labor Government in Britain has gone far to redeem its pledges 
and retains popular support, writer says; people grumble over short- 
ages but accept them as inevitable in postwar period; nationaliza- 
tion has gone ahead, and foreign policy shows some success in India.

When the results of the general election 
became known last summer, most of us in 
Great Britain were taken by surprise at 
the extent of the landslide. Some were 
quite literally appalled, greeting the advent 
to power of the Socialist party much as 
a bon viveur would greet the trump of God. 


The mixed emotions of last summer have 
sorted themselves out and hopes have been 
tried against the unyielding rocks of prac- 
tical politics. What signs are there that 
the confidence vested in the Labor party 
has been justified? 


The manifesto of the Labor party on 
which the election was fought committed 
them to a policy of full employment (“Jobs 
for all“), industry in the service of the 
state, control and ultimate nationalization 
of land, a resolute tackling of the hous- 
ing problem, implementing the Butler Edu- 
cation Act by raising the school-leaving 
age, a national health service and social 
insurance, and, in international affairs, 
support of the embryonic United Nations, 


“The proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing,” and the mouthful which acts as the 
chief test for most ordinary men and wom- 
en is the budget. The budget which Dr. 
Dalton recently introduced was a sign of 
recovery of economic health much more 
definite than we had any right to expect. 


Cost of Living Is Pegged 


It pegged the cost of living by continu- 
ing subsidies to necessities of life; it wiped 
out certain purchase taxes; it set about 
2,000,000 people free of income tax alto- 
gether, brought the personal allowance on 
which no tax is payable back to prewar 
level and reduced the standard of surtax. 


Underlying it was a remarkable recov- 
ery in production, which is masked from 
the ordinary citizen by the priority given 
to the export trade, necessary because of 
our loss in foreign holdings during the war. 
While the budget did not fill anyone with 
wild enthusiasm, it was greeted generally 
as sound and encouraging. 


Meanwhile, the Bank of England has been 
brought under public control and made re- 
sponsible to government; the coal indus- 
try has been nationalized and so have ca- 
ble and wireless and air transport. 


A national advisory service has been in- 
troduced for agriculture to bring the most 
expert help to the problems of farming. 
A national insurance bill is before the 
House of Lords and the promised health 
service bill is under debate as I write. 


Popular Test of Government 


By the end of June almost 2,000,000 serv- 
ice personnel will have been demobilized. 
Powers have been acquired for the control 
of industry and prices during the transi- 
tion period. The Trades Disputes Act has 
been repealed. These are only a selection 
of the chief legislation already passed. 


But the ordinary man tests these things 
not by the list of acts which receive the 
royal assent or the number of bills which 
pursue their checkered way through the 
parliamentary machine, but by a few very 
simple needs: Where am I to live? Can I 
get a job? Can I get enough to eat? When 
can I get the next lot of. coal? 


One has often enough heard the remark, 
„Things are more difficult now than during 
the war.” In spite of Government appeals 
to save food, issued as early as last autumn, 
the scale and seriousness of the world 
shortage have only slowly come home to the 


popular mind. Even now there are many 
who fail to see that our own difficulties 
are part of a general human problem which 
was bound to come at the end of the war. 


Yet on the whole few people are inclined 
to blame the Labor Government for food 
shortages. All that is regarded as part of 
the handicap which any government taking 
office at the end of so exhausting a war 
must have carried. 


But the shortage of materials, though not 


fully realized at first, has become appar- 


ent, and even the prefabricated houses are 
better than nothing and better than the 
precarious permanence of the jerry-build- 
ing contractor, from whose ministrations 
most towns still suffer. 


Fair Run for Their Money 


It is not that we are satisfied with these 
personal arrangements, nor that we do 
not grumble about food queues and old 
clothes and bad housing, but there are not 
many who believe that a Conservative Gov- 
ernment could have done much better, 


On the whole I think it is fair to claim 
that the Labor Government has gone far 
to.redeem its pledges and most people are 
still prepared to give them a fair run for 
their money, as far as things which direct- 
ly affect our daily lives go. 


There is, I think, a good deal of disquiet 
about Greece—though not as much as the 
more vocal Labor back-benchers would 
have us believe. Indonesia appears to the 
average man as an awkward baby we were 
found holding at the wrong moment and 
want to get rid of as soon as possible. 


Our views of international policy are apt 
to be colored by our experience of domestic 
politics. Broadly it is true that on the con- 
tinent of Europe the political choice in all 
countries ig between rival factions of the 
left, and Continental Socialism is not the 
same thing as our own. In Britain we still 
believe we have the choice between left and 
right within a general democratic frame- 
work which we never question. 


Perplexity About Russia 


There is still a very real desire on the 
part of the majority of the British people 
to be friends with Russia; there is no de- 
sire whatsoever to see the situation develop 


into another war; there is a great deal of 


perplexity that a comrade in arms should 
prove so difficult to get on with in peace. 


One thing this Government has done, to 
the great relief of all of us, is to grasp the 
nettle of India. It is too early to say wheth- 
er any solution of what is now an almost 
insoluble problem will at the eleventh hour 
emerge, but there is no doubt that the 
parliamentary commission of inquiry, fol- 


lowed by the present Cabinet mission, has 


changed the atmosphere and once again 
restored faith tHat the British Government 
really means business in its desire for a 
settlement. 


It no longer appears inevitable that In- 
dia should crumble through armed rebel- 
lion into civil war and chaos, And, apart 
from a few diehard Conservatives, this new 
hope has the good will of the whole nation 
behind it.

The Jaded Theater 


“The Playwright as Thinker,” by Eric Bentley. 
(Reynal & Hitchcock, New York.) 


This is an extremely important and in- 
teresting book on the drama, and no in- 
formed amateur or professional will be 
willing to miss it. Mr. Bentley is a par- 
tisan of drama and an opponent of the 
commercial theater as it exists today. 

His attacks on those whose business it 
is to give the public another hit, to provide 
spectacie and titillation for jaded tastea, 
are among the best passages in the book. 
And his attacks on those college Little 
Theaters which, capable of being serious 
and non-commercial, choose instead to imi- 
tate Broadway, must evoke shouts of ap- 
proval from those of us who have seen too 
many plays “lukewarm from Broadway.” 


* * * 


The bulk of the book presents the more 
serious playwrights, both tragic and comic, 
of the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 
In an enthusiastic chapter, Bernard Shaw 
is considered in his rightful place as one 
of the great minds of the century. Ibsen 
is studied as a man who did more than 
write problem plays, who was in fact seri- 
ously interested in the problem of man’s 
personal integrity. 

Strindberg is presented as a major figure 
who has had terrific influence, but who 
has been largely neglected in the United 
States. There are some interesting pages 
on Wagner, Wedekind, Pirandello and other 
continental writers of the last century. 
Finally, Mr. Bentley believes that serious 
drama, if it is to exist, will probably move 
in the directions charted by Bertolt Brecht, 
the “Epic” dramatist, and Jean-Paul Sartre, 
the French existentialist. 


* * * 


Mr. Bentley is a man of enormous read- 
ing, possessing an astonishing familiarity 
with Continental, English and American 
literature, and one may learn a great deal 
from him. Unfortunately his prose—despite 
an occasional memorable phrase—is rather 
heavy-handed, even ungrammatical., 

Even more unfortunate for his avowed 
purpose of improving the drama of our 
times is the fact that his undeniably astute 
critical analyses are often presented with 
an irritating arrogance that makes even 
the willing student reluctant to learn from 
him. He would be a more influential critie 
if he were less aware that he is a critic—if 
he would shun the mannerism of being so 
much too good for human nature’s daily 


food.

If Stalin really meant what he 
said on Dec. 24—and Byrnes be- 
lieved that he did—then the first 
duty is to see if any logical rea- 
son exists for a change of mind. 
In the interval between Dec, 24 
and Molotov’s abrupt rejection of 
the 25-year treaty, what was the 
chief single event affecting Brit- 
ish-Soviet-U.8. relations? Obvious- 
ly it was Winston Churchill's 
speech at Fulton, Mo., on March 
5, which seemed to have been 
made with the sanction, if not in- 
deed the approval, of President 
Truman, 

Running through that speech 
was the intimation that the So- 
viet system, alien, secretive, 
harsh, implacable, could scarcely 
exist in the same world with the 
Western democracies. At any 
rate, as read in the Kremlin, it 
was subject to that interpretation. 


Churchill’s Mischief. 

The Churchill speech caused the 
most violent outcry we have heard 
from Moscow since the end of the 
war. The masters of the Kremlin 
have not forgotten, of course, that 
Churchill became, after 1918, the 
hief fomenter of a holy ¢rusade 
against Bolshevik Russia. I be- 
lieve a careful examination of re- 
lations before the speech and aft- 
er would show a striking change 
that could be directly attributed 
to the Churchill declaration. 

In the light of all this, informa- 
tion which has come to me from 
a reliable source seems highly 
significant. In conversation with 
an important British official, Sta- 
lin recently remarked that no 
one in the Attlee Government in 
London had as yet repudiated 
Churchill's remarks at Fulton He 
said this with considerable feel- 
ing, plainly indicating it was a 
source of rancor. Moreover, he 
went on to point out that Church- 
ill was still a paid official of the 
Government, which he is under 
Britain’s parliamentary system, as 


leader of the Opposition. 
Perhaps the case is hopeless, as 
we are told so often by those who 
denounce “appeasers.” The head- 
lines—on atomic energy, on Tri- 
este and so on—seem to confirm 


ithis. But we should not reconcile 


ourselves to this final disaster un- 
til the heads of state have met 
once again to try to clear the air 
of doubt and suspicion. It is time 
for Stalin, Truman and Attlee to

Bob Hope, radio and screen 
comedian, brought variety, or 
vaudeville, back to St. Louis last 
night when he led a large troupe 
of performers into Kiel Auditori- 
um Convention Hall to present 
skits, songs, dancing, clowning, 
heckling and ad libbing in the 
free and easy styles variety al- 
lowed and the customers wanted. 
Included in his troupe were 
Olga San Juan, introduced as the 
Latin-American “pepper pot,” who 
sang songs; the Nilsson Sisters, a 
pair of blonde scarlet-clothed men- 
tal zombies who convulsed the au- 
dience with smart nonsense de- 
livered in foghorn crescendos; 


Jack Pepper, Hope’s old vaudeville 
partner; who laid schmaltz on the 


line, including an ultra-Irish ren- 
dition of “When Irish Eyes Are 
Smiling”; Eddie Rio, recently out 
of the Marines, who impersonated 
service men at a dance, including 
a bashful private, a drill-minded 
top sergeant, and a snooty second 
lieutenant; Jim and Mildred Mul-

10.51. LOUIS SOLDIERS 
ARE LISTED MISSING 


Six Army Men From County 
Included in War Depart- 
ment Tabulation. 


Ten Army enlisted men and of 
ficers from St. Louis, and six from 
St. Louis county, are listed as 
missing in the tabulation of dead 
and missing released for publica 
tion yesterday by the War De- 
partment. The dead and missing 
listed number 1636 for the city 
and 453 for St. Louis County. 


Regarding those listed as miss- 
ing, the War Department stated: 


“Most of the persons listed as 
missing disappeared less than a 
year prior to Jan. 31, 1946. As 


these missing will become known, 
and others will be declared dead 
in the absence of hope that they 
are living. 

“The physical search for miss- 
ing persons, which went on all 
during the war, has been expand- 
ed and extended since the collapse 
of enemy resistance. Experts in 
all fields of investigation and 
identification have been sent into 
areas where missing persons were 
last seen. Through conferences 
with local officials and clergymen 
and by means of checks of rosters 
and other military lists, the 
bodies of missing persons are 
being recovered and identified 
daily. Though the loss of official 
records, as at Corregidor in 1942 
and during the Ardennes counter- 
offensive of 1944-45, has increased 
the difficulties encountered by 
the search teams, the scope of 
the teams’ work has been 80 
broad in the past eight months 
(in the case of Japan) to one year 
(in Germany) that the War De- 
partment is reluctant to hold out 
hope to next of kin that any miss- 
ing personnel are still alive.”

The 
psychiatrist enters when the girl 
tries, first, to commit suicide, and 
then, thwarted in this desire, re- 
fuses to talk or to recognize any- 
body or anything. 

By methods accepted in. psychi- 
atric practice, the doctor leads the 
girl back, for a starting point in 
the investigation of her ailment, 
to her childhood. The girl was 
happy when she was 14. 

Whether or not Miss Todd is a 
sort of junior Helen Hayes is be- 
side the point. Whether or not 
Mason is a British version of 
Humphrey Bogart is also beside 
the point. The point really is this 
—that the two, consummate ac- 
tors, succeed in making the musi- 
cal theme and the psychiatric in- 
terpretation of uncommon. inter- 
est, giving the dual pursuit of mu- 
sical perfection and of happiness 
all the suspense of a first-rate 
whodunit.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 

WONDER how many of my 
Lader, know about the very 

practical co-operation which the 
National Farmers Union and the 
National Co-operatives members 
have undertaken as a gesture of 
real help to the farmers of Europe. 
Less than a week ago, there ar- 
rived in this country a first con- 
tingent of 40 French farm boys 
who are going to spend several 
months learning how to farm in 
the American way on farms in 
Montana, New Jersey Pennsyl 
vania and New Tork. 

Farming in France is very dif- 
ferent from that in this country 
Nevertheless, there may be many 
things we have here which, while 
they might change the methods 
and sometimes even the products 
in a European country. might be 
of great benefit to the people. 

This is the first time in the his- 
téry of American agriculture that 
a private farm organization has 
undertaken an educational experi- 
ment in collaboration with a Euro- 
pean country. This experiment 
grew out of discussions between 
the officers of the French farmer 
co-operatives and our own two 
groups mentioned above, at the 
Food and Agriculture Association 
meeting in Quebec last fall, It was 
doubted whether such an experi- 
ment could be carried on without 
Government sponsorship and di- 
rection. Nevertheless, it 
done. 

The French farm organisations 
played an important role in the 
resistance movement against the 
Nazis, and they are a democratic 
force in their country, just as 
the National Farmers Union and 


was 


the National Co-operative mem- 
bers are in our country. 

The French organization bears 
the expenses of transportation 
over and back for their young 
students, who are between the 
ages of 18 and 25 and who will 
remain about six months. Over 
here, the organizations collabo- 
rating will provide the boys with 
farm homes, farm food and mod- 
ern farming experience, In ad- 
dition, the members accepting the 


boys will pay the $25-a-month 
spending money which conforms 


with a provision in the statute 
governing the admission of 
trainees to the United States. One 
of the important things they will 


learn is the use of our modern. 


agricultural machinery, since it is 
hoped that, when our farm-equip- 
ment plants get into full swing, 
France will be one of our big 
markets. 

Modern machinery and co- 
operation yg J farmers are, of 
course, the one hope for the small 
family farm. There ig no other 
way of competing with the fac- 
tories-in-the-field type of food 
production of which our big 
western farms are the best ex- 
ample. These large farms will, of 
course, be duplicated in many 
Latin American countries in the 


. future, 


There are many facets to this 
plan. From my point of view, one 
of the most important results will 
be the raising of living standards 
on farms in other countries as 
well as in our own, and also the 
friendships which will grow 
up among the young men who 
come here and those whom we 
may eventually send abroad,

grumble about the price of 

strawberries this spring. Just

Strawberry Cream Pie. 

Two cups scalded milk, one-half 
cup sugar, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons cornstarch, 
one tablepsoon flour, three egg 
yolks, one teaspoon vanilla, one 
pint strawberries, one-half cup 
whipping cream, one tablespoon 
— one nine-inch baked pastry 
8 ° * 

Heat milk in top of double boil- 
er over boiling water. Blend su- 
gar, salt, cornstarch and flour 
thoroughly, add the milk, stirring 
thoroughly. Return to top of 
double boiler and cook with oc- 
casional stirring until mixture is 
thickened and smooth, or for 
about 15 minutes, Beat egg yolks, 
add a little of the hot custard 
mixture, stirring vigorously and 
return to the double boiler.
